DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  785-1948 


For  the  vacation  of  the  alley  east  of  Dubois  Street  from  the  South 
property  line  of  Pennsylvania  Street  to  the  north  line  of  the  alley  south 
of  Pennsylvania  Street. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 

Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  alley  east 
of  Dubois  Street  from  the  south  property  line  of  Pennsylvania  Street  to 
the  north  line  of  the  alley  south  of  Pennsylvania  Street. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alley  veoation  as  above  described, 
now  on  file  in  the  offioe  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.

All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of 
said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and 
issuanoe  of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  aot 
anc  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 

All  streets,  lots,  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  alley 
vaoation  being  situated  in  the  Northwest  Quarter,  Section  Seven  (7).
